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STARTING TOMORROW 

10th annual call-in program to mark 100,000th caller helped

Citizenship NOW!, the 
call-in program that of- 
fers free immigration in- 
formation to thousands 
of Daily News readers 
annually, returns Monday. 

The partnership between The 
News and the City University of 
New York, which has grown to 
become the largest call-in of its 
kind in the country, is marking 
two milestones. 

"We celebrate assisting over 
100,000 people with their immi- 
gration questions, and that it's 
the 10th time we do it," said Dai- 
ly News columnist and CUNY 
Citizenship Now! director 
Allan Wernick. "This is a special 
year for the Citizenship NOW! 
program." 

Starting Monday and continu- 
ing through Friday, an army of 
more than 400 volunteers will 
answer readers' questions from 
9 a.m. to 7 p.m. daily. 

Calls are answered in Eng- 
lish and Spanish, as well as nu- 
merous other languages, includ- 
ing; Mandarin or Cantonese, 



Russian, Korean, Haitian Creole 
and Polish. TTY/TTD is also 
available. 

Some of volunteers speak as 
many as seven languages. And 
some have participated in 
every single Citizenship 
NOW! call-in. 

At a volunteers' 
training session this 
month, Daily News 
Editor-in-Chief Colin 
Myler thanked them 
and hailed the success 
of the project. 

"One of the things, as an ed- 
itor, you take great pride in is 
making a difference," Myler said. 

"The Citizenship NOW! pro- 
gram is a huge initiative for 
a paper like the Daily News 
that really does have a heart- 
beat close to its readers in their 
communities." 

The dedicated volunteers' 
photos are profiled on the fol- 
lowing pages. They will answer 
calls on 48 lines. 

The volunteers come from the 
American Immigration Lawyers 
Association (AILA), the Legal 




Aid Society, New York Immigra- 
tion Coalition, CUNY School of 
Law and other CUNY campuses 
and CUNY immigration centers. 
Representatives from many oth- 
er community-based orga- 
nizations and elected of- 
ficials' offices also will 
staff the phone banks. 

The phone num- 
bers to call will be 
published in The 
News on Monday. All 
information is provid- 
ed to callers confidentially 
and free. 

The annual call-in has helped 
more than 97,000 immigrants 
since its launch, giving out infor- 
mation on topics such as visas, 
travel, citizenship and sponsor- 
ing family members. Callers are 
also referred to CUNY's immi- 
gration centers. 

This year, organizers are 
looking forward to helping the 
100,000th caller. 

Wernick had a message for 
city immigrants who want 
to become citizens: Don't 
procrastinate! 



"It is an election year, and 
there's a tremendous demand 
for people to become citizens," 
he said. 

But because the process of 
becoming a citizen takes four 
months from start to finish, im- 
migrants will need to file by the 
end of May to register in time to 
vote this November, Wernick 
explained. 

"The call-in is coming just 
in time for people to get the in- 
formation they need to apply in 
time to be able to vote - if they 
get right on it," said Wernick, 
who also is a professor at Baruch 
College. 

The 10th annual Citizenship 
NOW! is supported once again 
by media partner Univision and 
a host of other generous spon- 
sors: Cisco; BlueWater, a Presi- 
dio Company; AILA; the Legal 
Aid Society; WADO 1280, La 
Que Buena and Gristedes.
